The scarcity of trimmiugs, (the Lyons and 
Paris manufactories being all closed) compels 
the use of materials for this purpose, and in 
reality, itis a blessing, for there is nothing 


fimsy, tawdry gimps, fringes, and possmente- 
ries. In the abSence of these, folds, ptaitings 
and nichings of the material, velvet, gros 
grain, satin, and this season, moire ani:que, 
are all brought into requisition, and aid lace, 
which is more universally uscd than any ox 
fabric, to produce the most charming eiiects, 
The employment of snoire antique as a trim- 
ming, is quite new; it is used principally 
upon black silk, in the same way that grvs 
grain has been used upon velvet, and is found 
very effective. Velvet, with folds or ruchings 
of the material, are used more than ever to- 
‘gether, with single, or what are known as 
“wilt” pleatings, which have largely taken 
the place of ruftles upon linen, pigue and Cam- 
| bric suits, 
A new muslin trimming caHed “ Louise

It will probably never be necessary for us 
to go back to the simplicity of the days of 
the revolution, but it is really a comfgrt to 
get out of the excessively fine atmosphere of 


pleasant shadow of more useful and inexpen- 
sive fabrics. 

Fine woolen and goat’s hair materials, for 
instance, are in great varicty, and the Jap- 


most attractive, from their beauty, excellent 
quality and moderate price. A very rare 
material, only found in one house, (that of 
Arnold & Constabie,) is known as Carmelite 
serge; itis all wool, sixty cents per yard, 
soft, and only made in one color, a subdued 
brown or “nune” color. It resists rain like 
water-proof, never wears out, does not muss 
or wrinkle, and looks as wel! at the last as at 
the first. The coarse twill is considered more 
distinguished than the fine twill, and is pre- 
cisely the same fabric as that worn by the 
Carmelite nuns. Fora traveling suit at this 
season, for a long journey, a suit for spring and 
fall, or for any purpose where service com- 
bined with lady-like appearance is required, 
the Carmelite serge would be most desirable. 
Some ladies of very high position have bought 
suits of it this spring, but shoddy turns up its 
nose at it, 

The old-fashioned de bege in all wool is an- 
other excellent material, and particularly 
adapted to elderly ladies. It can be pur- 
chased in brown, black, or gray, at fifty-five 
cents per yard, and makes up into matronly 
suits with the Metternich cape, or more youth- 
fully into skirts, with polonaise, trimmed 
with folds of the material, piped with thick 
silk. 

Irish lin appears in new colors, “ Eng- 
lish violet.” a lovely shade of blue; “ Alliga- 
tor,” a purplish butternut color; a new soft 
spring green, with a blue tint (the—yellow 
green is gone out); and a brownish yellow, 
“French mustard” color. 

For black silk suits, the new American 
gros grain, at two dollars per yard, is super- 
ceding all other styles. It is nota showy silk, 
but it is heavy and perfectly pure, not a fibre 
of any other material entering into any part 
of its composition. It was manufaetured for 
the purpose of providing adorable silk at a 
moderate price; and tlre tests to which it has 
been subjected have proved satisfactory in 
every respect. At first, it seems to catch 
dust easily; but this goes off, and the dress, 
with ordinary wear, looks better at the end of 
a year than it did at first. The best way to 
clean it is with asoft brush. Mud is as easily 
brushed off from it when it is dry as froma 
cloth dress. 

There is an all-silk imitation of China crape 
which is almost better than the real thing, 
and is only the quarter of the price. It is 
really a beautiful material, wide, only.two 
dollars per yard, and is admirably adapted . 
for the overdress and French casagues, for 
which Canton crape has been lately used by

Fourteenth—To aid, by proper, legal and 
constitutional authority in the full develop- 
ment of the agricultural, mineral and com- 
mercial resources of the country.

Throughoat these six years, the former 
ruling elements of the South, excluded by the 
Fourtteenth Amendment from participation 
in the Government of their States, are natur- 
ally incensed against the domination of men 
of little character and substance, who do not 
really reside in the country which they rule, 
who treat itas vultures treat their prey, who 
ire ready to leave it as soon as they have glut- 
ted their greed, and who, in furtherance of 
their schemes of plunder, are piling up moun- 
tains of debt that are sinking those States 
into hopeless bankruptcy. 

Coervive acts of Congress, and the bayo- 
nets of the United States army, can never 
cure these evils. The first step toward reform 
isto remove all civil disabilities from all 
classes, and concede all right to everybody, 
and then compel these carpet-bag adminis- 
trations to pass the ordeal of ballot-boxes 
which are open to all citizens, and which are 
allowed to confer office upon their favorites 
without restriction. When this is done, the 
President may with a good grace insist that 
the Southern States obey the laws. 

Of one thing the Republican party may 
be assured. They cannot maintain their su- 
premacy in the South by political disabilities, 
coercive legislation, and the sword of the 
i:xecutive. The mere suspicion that they are 
attempting to uphold their power in that sec- 
tion of the Union by such means will recoil 
upon them with resistless effect in the North 
and Kast. 

In the seeond article entitled, “The Great 
Question in the South,” the same subject is 
further elaborated. 

The writer winds up with the following 
practical deductions, which undoubtedly re- 
flect the views of the great mass of moderate 
Republicans North. 

But this exceptional state of things is end- 
ed, and in every State now a meinber of this 
Union we shall be obliged to go back to the 
sway of public opinion. This may be in some 
instances temporarily rude, rough, violent, 
and unjust. But no State §can long afford to 
be unjust to any portion of its own people, 
when it has lost the power to enslave them or 
control their movements. Still less can the 
Republican party of the nation afford to en- 
yave in an exceptional and doubtful course of 
military coercion in the South for the mere 
purposes of insuring to Gen. Grant the dele- 
gates from those States in the approaching 
National Convention of the party.
